?o Chaff Dispensing: Twelve aircraft Ltteapted Chaff Dis- 
pensing and eleven of thew were effective. Aircraft hilt er 2168 
failed to conipleta a Gfrxfi Dispense Out. Maintenance Analysis re- 
vealed thtt the clearance tolerance of the opening at th* aouth of 
the Chaff Insert was not as specif ied, rusultin^ in * chaff jar* e

when a high dispense note (60FPM) was set imto the control box. This 
w»6 j* maint enlace error. (S) 

J}, Gunnery Missions: Aircraft number 1963 failed to complete a 
successful gunnery edssion. Maintenance Analysis revealed thut mift- 
fcli^ned ammunition links, jammed at the star wheel going into the feeder 
of the gun. This was a maintenance error. (S) 

Aircraft number 1966 failed to complete a successful gunnery miss- 
ion . Maintenance analysis revealed th^t the right gun failed fcfter 
263 rounds due to misaligned ammunition th*t caught on the roller adpter 
of the ttQjaunition can. The ammunition feed chute on the left gun was 
damaged due to failure toinstall a terminal or finish link at the end 
of the belt resulting in the empty trailing link catching on the feed 
chute. This was alao fa maintenance error. (S) 

aircraft number 168.1 failed to complete a successful gunnery miss- 
ion. Maintenance Analysis revealed that misaligned ammunition on both 
guns caught in the ammunition chutes between the front and "back cans, 
damaging the chutes and terminating the firing of the guns* This also 
v*s & maintenance error. ' (3)

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Cuban Crisis . On 22 October 1962 the United States assumed a 
strong defense posture to counteract the Cuban threat. So»eti»e on 
this date C1N SaC dispatched a message directing the SaC medium lore* 
for dispersal. In response to these instructions tne 301st l>cmburd- 
went Wing dispersed eight Eb-4? aircruft to the vings satellite b*.see. 
Tour aircraft vere dispersed to Hancock field, Syracuse, Jew York and 
the remaining four were dispersed to Philadelphia International Air- 
port, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania.** (S) 

This dispersal posture w^s taken to deny a potential eneny a 
potential force of aircraft belonging to the 301st iombi -.rdrcent Wine; 
security of the3e aircraft was of prime importance to the nuclear 
striking capability of the United States and the United States Air 
Force. (U) 

In accordance with instructions as outlined in SAC Mannual 51 
301st Boubardn^nt Wing reduced its operational activities, -till crews 
were restricted to the base* and personnel on base were recalled to 
their duty stations. (S)

On 22 October 1962 in response to the Cuban Crisis ei^ht addition- 
al sorties were established or generated at the S&tellite laees. On 
?M October 1962 the wing increased its hcrcaa alert force to twenty-two 
aircraft of which ten were assigned to the Follow On (SaS) force, 
xhe 321AHEPS had ei^ht tankers on home alert during the period orte 
thru 21 October 1962, On Zk October 1962 this force w^s increased 
by twelve additional Follow On forties. On 25 October 1962 the 301£W 
was directed to deploy one additional J£B-4? tircraft to support an 
additional sortie at irize uorton, inland. On 2? October 1962 one 
i-^7 aircraft was placed at the dlspossl of the 3&0th Bombardment Wing 
llattsbur^ Air Force l>£sc t Lew Yorkby the direction of ^AC. On 3 C 
October 1962 two KC-97 aircraft were dispatched to Goose bay, Labrador 
to auginent the Goose Task Force, also by the direction of SaC.9 (S) 

Due to the increased alert posture a na*d for additions! transporta- 
tion was needed. The 801st Air Division rented 50 passenger vehicles 
25 of which was assigned to the 301BW. These vehicles vere utilized to 
to provide 3CM end tanker crews and some of the supporting elements 
vith required transportation. (U)
